The rare book collection, located in 
the Treasure Room ontheseceond floor 
of Beeghly Library, preserves over 
10,000 early Pennsylvania German 
imprints for those interested in 
Pennsylvania history. 

Director af Libranes David H. Eyman 
sald, “There are a few books on 
Pennsylvania history of which we 
apparently have the only Known 
copes.” Most of the early printing 
done in the state has been lost or 
damaged, 

Eyman emphasized that 
preservation of these materials is an 
important aspect ofthe collection. The 
Treasure Room serves this purpose by 
maintaining the praper temperature 
and humidity. A humidifier is used in 
the winkes tovorevent drying out of the 
leather covers, whereas a 
dehumidifier is used in thé summer to 
cheek mold growth. 

Also, the leather and parchmerit 
covers are treated wilh a mixiure of 
oils. Rebinding costs are funded by 
the Friends ot the Juniata Linrary who 
also pay for the cataloging of the 
books, 

Despite the age and previous 
regular use of the imprints, much of the 
- Gollection is in good condition, said 
Eyman, Most of the books, which date 
back to the 1700's, have fragile pages 
and are stained by oils jTromthe hands. 
Eyman attributes the high rag content 
ef the paper to thelr remarkable 
preservation. He noted that the high 
acid content of today’s paper is notas 
lasting. “We have some well preserved 
valuable material from the 
German-American experience,” he 
added,

The study ofthe German influence in 
Pennsylvania, 4s represented in these 
rare imprints, is another important 
purpose of the collection. The variety 
of books, almanacs, pamphlets, and 
manuscripts are Valuable sources of 
information for such topics as: 
Pennsylvania German culture, 
Pennsylvania history, Church of the 
Brethren mstory, and more, 

Kay Rockwell of Huntingdon, 
volunt@ers her time to wark with the 
oolection, She said over 80 percent of 
the material is in German, This is due ta 
the large influx of Germans inte 
Pennsylvania during the colonial days. 

There are a few books in the 
Treasure Room printed by Benjamin 
Franklin and William Bradford, Mrs. 
Rockwell notes that by 1803 there was 
a printer in Ebensburg who printed an 
English book in the collection on 
medicinal plants.” =~ _ 

One of the first-German printing 
presses in colonial America was 
owned by Christopher Sewer in 
Germantown. He opened his print 
shop in 1739 and printed almanacs 
and newspapers. Sower printed the 
first complete German Bible in 1743, 
sald Mrs. Rockwell, 


She added that the first English 
Bible printed in colonial America didn't 
appear until 1780. This was because 
the majorily of the people spoke 
German. Also, the English King 
monopolized the King James version 
so that those whe printed it In this 
country would he punished. 


Mrs. Rockwell said one of the most 
interesting books is a copy of |saac 
Waits’ Hymns and Spiritual Songs, A 
note written on the inside cover 
indicates that it Was brought fram

Wales in 1743, The leather bound hook 
Was carried so much that itcontarnms to 
the shape of your hand when you hald 
it, She said it was probably used by a 
woman from Wales whose only 
reminder of home was this book. 
One of the oldest books in the 
collection isa 1478 Swiss Bible printed 
in German. "The print.and type is 
modeled upon the kinds of letters used 
in manuscripts in the manasteries, ’ 
Mrs. Rockwell said. The capital letters 
are printed with 1% inch square 
Woodouts, Tha Wood stamps print a 
picture of exquisite detail with a capital 
letter inside, She emphasized the skill 
and time if must have taken to carve 


the blacks, Also in the collection is a 
hand written songbook, The letter style 
ofthe Swiss Bible and this manuscript 
are similar, 

The rare book collection was started 
around 1900 when former college 
president Martin G. Brumbaugh gave 
a large collection of books fram his 
valuable Abraham Cassell library. 
Juniata College does not purchase 
these books. All materials are donated 
by administrators, faculty members, 
alumni, and friends. 

The Treasure Room is available to 
individuals by permission of the 
Director of Libraries, Supervision is 
required. 


Bequest Affirms Support 


Juniata has received a $127,500 
bequest fram the fate Armond FR. and 
Dr. Anne H. Nahrgang of Lewisburg, 
Which will be applied ta the Ross J. 
Nahrgang Memonal Scholarship 
Fund, 

Long supporters of Juniata, 
Nahrgang Was a retired electrical 
engineer at the time of his death in 
1979. His wife, who predeceased him, 
was a retired medical doctor, 

In announcing the bequest, 
President Frederick M. Binder neted 
that {he scholarship was originally 
established by the Nahrgangs in 1978 
to honer their late son, a 1954 Juniata 
graduate. Since that time, the 
Nahrgangs made several contribu- 
tions to the senolarship fund, 

Also instrumental in establishing the 
fund Was the late Mary Horoaschak of 
Huntingdon, Ross’ aunt, who for 10 


years was director of residence in 
Lesher Hall, 

Ross Nahrgang received his 6,5. 
degree in history and went oan io obtain 
his master’s degree from Boston 
College in 1962. At the time of his 
death in 1973, he was placement 
director for the Williamsport Area 
Community College, Williamsport, a 
post he held since 1968, Prior to that, 
he had been assistant director of 
student affairs at Glassboro State 
College in New Jersey. 

“Scholarship support ts one of the 
most important ways individuals aici 
higher education,” Dr. Binder said. 
“This Generous bequest is another 
example of this strong support. It 
Serves as a fine memorial to Ross J, 
Nahrgang, and atthe same tine, helps 
Juniata students meet the costs of a 
college education.”

The Meller organ in Juniata’s Oller 
Hall has been a source of pride and 
inspiration for tha Juniata Community, 
and a part of the Juniata tradition for 
over 40 years, Its réstoralion last 
spring has allowed alumnito reflect on 
Ine role ihe organ played in ther lives. 

Hev. Jack Aogland 61, minister of 
music at thé Wast Side Presbyterian 
Church at Ridgewood, Au, said, "| 
probably would not have come to 
Juniata had the organ not been as 
good 4s iltwas...Theorgan was avery 
Important part of my work, and | was 
Qratetul jor the instrument.” 

While a student of music at Juniata, 
Rev. Rodland played 4 recital annually 
In adaition to his performances al 
inrice weekly chapel services and 
cOmMmMencenent Grateros, “We weed 
Ihe organ canstantly,” Rev, Rodland 
said, “We had a practice schedule 
printed rightar the organ so we dhave 
our hours worked out when we could 
use the instrument, | remember going 
over (to Oller Hall) at 4:30 or five 
oa clock in the morning to get ready Tor 
a recital. . sol could practice when it 
Was quiet.” 

The Maller organ, acecrding to Rev. 
Rocdland, was of such high quality that 
it helped provide Juniata with the 
Image Of a leader in music within the 
Ghurch of the Breinren. 

Also impressed with the quality of 
the instrument Was Marian Sue 
McElwee ‘61, of B,D, 4 Huntingdon. 
Miss McElwee, currently minister of 
musio at the United Church of Chirist, 
eid, '|amnappy that we had an organ 
of quality that could attract 
professional organists of the highest 
caliber, such as Or, Marylin Mason and 
Glaire Coci to perlorm in récitals and 
feach master classes.”

Some of ive other prominent 
organists who have played Juniata’s 
Moller organ include: Dr, Charles 
Courbin, a Belgian organist who atthat 
time, was the organist at St. Patrick's 
Catheaoral in New York: The late Virgil 
Fox, who was the head of the organ 
departmentat Peabody Conservatory, 
Baltimore; and Fradanck Swann, the 
girector of music and organist at the 
Riverside Church, and chairman ofthe 
organ depariment at the Manhattan 
School of Music. Swann gave a recital 
on Gect. 11, 1881 to commemorate the 
restoration of the organ. 

Besides noting the organs ability to 
attract professional calibre talent, Miss 
McEhWee said, “The organ was an 
inspiration te me, and | appreciate its 
restoration” 

Franklin E, Perkins "49, minister of 
music at the Ladue Chapel, St. Louis, 
Mo., said the organ made his days at 
Juniata thriling, and recalls trying to 
outwit his music professor to gain 
additional time on the organ. 

Said Perkins, "| consider mysell 
extremely |ucky to have nad the Oller 
Hall organ to develop what has 
become my lifé's work, My most 
satisiving experiences have been the 
recitals | played there, Especially the 
ones | have done since graduating, 
when | have been invited back to 
perorm.” 

The Maller organ was given te the 
school as a gift from Rello Oller ‘20 of 
Waynesboro, PA, in 1940. 4 former 
music major at Juniata, Miss Oller 
financed the purchasing and 
Installation af the instrument. 
According to Dr. Harold B. 
Brumbaugh 34, vice president of 
college relations emeritus at Juniata, 
"Miss Oller is a long time loyal and 
devoted supporter of the collage, and 
she has always had 4 supportive

Interest in music. Tha organ was 4 
natural choice for a gift.” 

Plans to install the organ had begun 
as early as 1929 by former president 
Or. M.G. Brumbaugh, who started 
sending out inquines to organ 
commanies, in 1939, a search for an 
organ was renewed by President 
Charles CG. Ellis and hig son Or. Calvert 
A. Ellis. In 7940, underthe consultation 
of Or. Harold Gleason, the head of the 
organ department at Eastman Sonool 
af Music, Rochester, Ny. and Or. Gari 
Wainrich, university organist at 
Princeton University, the M.P. Moller 
Organ Company, inc. was selected to 
build the organ, and it was later 
installed in Oller Hall. 

The organ remained In Oiler for 44 
Years, until 1981 when it was 
dismantied piece by piece and 
faturned to the Moller Gormpany tor 
refurbishing. The Moller Company 
feleainerad thousands of Valves, 
installed new magnets, cleaned all of 
the piping, resolda@red, rounded-up 
and revoiced the organ in its entirety, 
and then retumed it for reinstallation 
last June at a cost of $79,120. 

The restoration of the organ is a part 
ofthe Century || Gampaign now being 
conducted at Juniata. Because of Its 
relations with the chureh, the projectoft 
falsing funds for the ergan was 
designated to the Church of the 
Brethren, This is a special project for 
the church, according to Foster G. 
Wirich, dr, vice prasident af 
development at Juniata, berause in 
the past, church support forthe scheol 
has been largely in the form of 
scholarships and awards. to allow 
others to show their appreciation for 
ihe instrument, said Ulich, the 
campaign may be extended to include 
bast music majors and other persons 
affiliated with the organ. After almost a

year, the campaign has gathered 
£10,500 from tax deductable gifts 
donated by the church constituency, 

When the organ was first installed, 
the college organist was the late W, 
Willlam Wagner 44, who at the time or 
his death in 1941, was music director 
of the Mt. Lebanon United Methodist 
Ghurch, arganist-chommaster at 
Temple Sinai in Squirrel Hill, and 
Girecter of the Bach Chair of 
Pittsburgh. 

Donald 5, Johnson, protessor of 
MUSIC, ameritus, of 1822 Mifflin St., 
Huntingdon, came io the college in 
1944. Dr. Johison served the collage 
as organist, professor of music ancl 
chairman of thé music department 





until {he time of his ratirament in 1868, 
During his 2/ years, Dr. Johnson 
performed ina recital annually in 
addition to playing tor campus chapel 
services and at commencemants. 

In reference to the réstoralian and 
the playing of the Moller organ, Rev, 
Rodiand, a student of Dr, Johnson, 
said, “This kind af work develops the 
spiritual part of you. This ts soul toed.”

“The total college experiance is 
much more than the wealth of 
information that is learned in hooks or 
inthe halls of academe,’ the president 
added, We must be able to provide 
students with a total educational 
environment. Recreation and 
organized athletics are very real parts 
ofthe growth and enrichment process 
of higher education." 

Dr. Binder again stressed the clear 
exisience of ihe need for the 
Sports+Recraation Center. “Juniala 
currently offers 15 varsity athletic 
programs to students, six for women 
and nine for men, These pragrams, In 
addition to eight club sports for mer 
and women, involve more than 
one-third of the students.” The 
president concluded that 
approximately 86 percent of the 
student body participates in the 
intramural sports progranion campus. 

The middle portion of this decade 
will bring ta institutions af higher 
education across the country many 
challenging, anxious periods. With the 
optimistic. aggressive approach 
initiated by Dr, Binder, the Board and 
all those asseciated with the college, 
and with the continued Support of 
alumni and frends, Juniata College 
will maintain the high standards of 
excellence that have became the 
hallmark af this institutian.

Miss Baker was a strong supporter 
of Juniata, and in Keeping with ner past 
generosity, willed $15,000 each to the 
Jennie GC. and Francis Baker 
scholarship and the Helen Baker 
Library Fund, 

Named for her parents, the Baker 
scholarship assists worthy Juniata 
students with preference ta Beciord 
County residents.

MEN'S BASKETBALL (10-13) 


First year head coach Dan Helrr’s 
Indian cagers completed their season 
With a 10-13 overall mark, and an 8-13 
Varsity record. 

During the last week of the season, 
the Tribé fell to Shippensburg, and 
Wilkes, white defeating Penn 
State-Capitol. Canter Mark Rucinski 
(Olean, N¥; Archbishop Walsh) led the 
team in scoring and rebounding for all 
ihree of the games. 

For the season, Rucinskl, a 
sophomore, led tha team in searing 
and rebounding. He averaged 13.2 
paints and 9.2 rabounds per game. He 
also lad the team in field-goal 
percentage, hitting on 554 of his field 
goal attempts. During tha Ursinus 
game, Rucinski grabbed 22 rebounds 
which was the most by an Indian ina 
single game this year. 

sophamoere guard Dan Feruck 
(Pennsville, Su} owas the team’s 
second leading scorer, with an 171.1 
poinis per game average. Feruck 
écored an individual high of 26 points 
against Cabrini. This was the highest 
aint total in a single game by a 
Juniata player, Feruck also jed the 
team in free throw percentage with a 
-BO4 mark, (37-46). 

Four-year letterman Joe Chuba 
(Johnstown: Richland) putin 9.5 points 
per game during his last year as an 
Indian. Ghuba, one of the Tribe's most 
consistent players over the last four 
years, Was second inré-bounding with 
6.2 boards per game, and seceand in 
assists with 56 on the year. 

Junior quard Lee Hudzicki (Iridiana) 
led the team in assists with BG, while 
contrifuting 7.2 points per game. Paul 
Kardish (Churchville Holy Ghost Pree) 
averaged 2.5 points per game while 
coming off the bench as the third 
guard. 

John West (Carlisle) contributed 
significantly during his first yaar as an 
Indian, He scored 8.1 points per 
game, while pulling down 4.9 
rebounds per game, Junior Andy 
Witmer (Ephrata; Cocalieo), who 
shared starting duties with West, 
averaged 6.6 points and 3.8 rebounds 
per game. 

In additen to Chuba, there were 
three other seniors on the taam: Bob 
Bruzga (DuBors; Central Christian), 
ecott Lehigh (Hanover) and Gan 
Roberts (Ebensburg: Central 
Cambria). Bruzga and Lenigh saw 
action off the bench, averaging 2.2 
and 1.6 points respectivley. 

4s ateam, the Indians out-shot thelr 
opponents 477 to 447 and out 
rebounded them 702 te 668. The Tribe 
averaged 64.1 paints each game, 
while oppenents did slightly better, 
averaging 64.9, The Indians lostfive of 
their games by three points or less.

WOMEN’S BASKETBALL (6-13) 


The Juniata women cagers ended 
iheir 1981-82 season with a 
gisappointing 6-14 record, 

During the last two weeks of the 
season, the Indians dropped contests 
to Messiah, Wilkes, and 
Shippensburg, while defeating 


Dickinson, and St. Francis. In the 
MAC-Northwest Section, the Indians 
were 1-3, failing to make the playoffs 
far the second year in a row, 

Leading the team in scoring this 
year Was treshman Patty Ayan 
(Philadelphia; Little Flower), The 5-8 
forward averaged 11.8 points per 
game for the 18 game season. Ryan 
also led the taamin field goalsand tree 
throws made, Her rebounding 
average of 7.6 was the team’s second 
highest, as was her assist total at 24, 

Junior guard Aimee Brua 
(Heallidaysburg) was second in scaring 
average with 9.7 per game. 
Unfortunately, she was injured midway 
through the season, and did not play in 
the Jast 10 games, Nonethe-less, she 
still tied far the team lead in assists and 
had the season's individual scoring 
high of 23 points inthe Scranton game. 

Another juntor, Eden Fasnacht 
(Cresson; Bishop Carroll) was third in 
scoring with 8.8 points per game. 

Marie Glendenning (Malvern; WC. 
East) was the tean’s leading 
rebounder pulling 8.0 boards per 
Game. The Indian's strong rebounding 
corp also ihéluded Mag Stover 
(Petersburg, VA, 6.3 rebounds) ana 
Missy Luciano (Altocna, 6.1 
rebounds), Stover and Glendenning 
each has 21 rebounds in a single 
game this year.

Chris Young (Mohnton, 
Governor Mifflin) wrestling at 167, won 
two impressive decisions betore an 
injury Kept him from advancing further. 

Juniata s Successes came In the 
higher weight classes, ALT77 pounds, 
Rich Schuck (Selinsgrove) finished 
with a 2-2 showing at the tourney, His 
yictones came with a 1:24 punning of 
Larry Van Weiss of Muhlenberg and a 
14-9 decision over D, Jenkins of 
Seranton.

An Open Letter to Alumni and Friends: 


Current and future Juniata students could be facing some very difficult 
times. President Reagan's proposed 1983-84 budget cuts affecting 

American students seeking a postsecondary education, if passed by Congress, 
will devastate the financial structure of many colleges and universities in 
America. Some will not survive. 


The sweeping and massive changes proposed by the administration cannot be 
absorbed by a college or university in one academic year--which essentially 
1s the notice we are being given. 


This is what the President is requesting: a 40.3% reduction in Pell Grants 
(Basic Education Opportunity Grants); a 27.6% reduction in College Work 
Study; and 100% reductions in Supplemental Education Opportunity Grants, 
National Direct Student Loans, State Student Incentive Grants and Guaranteed 
Student Loans. 


Certainly if national priorities are established, one of the first should be 
to preserve our pool of well-educated young men and women. It is to them we 
will look to majntain Our pre-eminence in scientific research, technology 
and humanistic thought. 


I ask that each of you write to your Congressman and Senators as soon as 
possible and express your opposition to further cuts jn federal aid to 
higher education. You also may register your concern with the White House 
by calling 202-456-/639.
